WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (AP)— 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall is expected to decide within 
the next two weeks whether to 
recommend ‘a special session of 
Congress fer emergency action on 
the European economic crisis. 

Marshall's decision, officials said 
today, probably will be made 
shortly after George F. Kennan, 
Marshall's top policy planner, re- 
turps from Paris with the latest 
information from European offi- 
cials and American authorities 
there. ' 

The final decision would be up 
to President Truman: He has said 
several times that he would not 
hesitate to recall the lawmakers 
if the situation required such a 
step. 

Marshall himself returned only 
yesterday from the Rio de Janeiro 
conference on inter-American de- 
fense. He will appear with Sena- 
tor Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, 
on a 30-minute radio broadcast at 
9:30 o’clock (St. Louis time) to- 
night to report to the nation on 
the work of the conference. The 
American and Mutual networks 
will carry the program. 

Situation Getting Worse. 

It appeared certain that once 
that chore is completed Marshall's 
attention will be largely devoted 
to the European crisis. Shortly 
before Marshall's return Under 
Secretary of State Robert A. Lov- 
ett told a press conference that 
the situation in Europe is getting 
rapidly worse. 

Lovett said he feels certain that 
before the end of this year the 
United States will be compelled to 
face the hard facts of European 
necessity. He made it clear that 
reports from American observers 
at Paris have presented the crisis 
as much worse than the American

lated. 3 

The main trouble appears to be 
that with a shortage of materials 
essential for continued existence— 
chief among them grains 
European nations are confronted 
with a dangerously dwindling dol- 
lar supply with which to stave off 
economic collapse.

Scientists Seek to Avoid 
Duplication of Effort 
—Governments Would 

. Aid According to Re- 
sources. 


Spurred by America’s release of 
radioactive isotopes to all coun- 
tries for medical studies, the In- 
ternational Cancer Research Con- 
gress announced plans today for 
a world organization to co-ordi- 
nate cancer research and 
duplication of effort. 

The executive committee of the 
congress, which is holding its 
fourth international meeting here 
this week. has agreed the world 
organization shall consist of one 
representative from each nation 
represented in the congress. 

Each government would con- 
tribute to the cost in proportion 
to national size and resources, 
said Dr. E. V. Cowdry of St. 
Louis, president of the congress. 
A general staff would meet an- 
nually to hear progress reports 
and direct future programs. 

Still undecided, however, is the 
controversial question whether to 
establish an entirely new organi- 
zation or to operate within the 
framework of the Union Interna- 
tionale Contre le Cancer, it was 
reported, The union, which joins 
the American Association for 
Cancer Research in sponsoring 
the congress, has headquarters in 
Paris. 

‘A group of Argentine scientists 
presented a report today on “ACS,” 
a serum developed in Russia. In 
offering evidence that the serum 
strengthens resistance to infection 


in animals, the report confirmed 
at least part of the claims which 
have been made for the discovery 
of the late Alexander Bogomolets, 
Soviet scientist. 

“ACS” (antireticular cytotoxic 
serum) is produced by injecting 
into a sheep extracts of spleen and 
bone marrow taken from a dead 
human, and taking blood fronf the 
sheep a few days later. 

The resultant serum it has been 
claimed, will prolong life, and is 
being studied for its possibilities 
as a weapon against cancer cells. 

Drs. A. Pellegrino, M. Polak and 
C. Iraldi of Buenos Aires have 
been using the serum for two 
years in experiments with mice 
and rabbits. Dr. Polak said its 
use definitely increased animal 
resistance to infection by stepping 
up activity of the body elements 
participating in formation of 
white blood cells.

The State Department has ap- 
proved the program for foreign 
distribution, the commission an- 
nounced. Requests for the mate- 
rials must show the identity and 
experience of the persons who will 
use them, where they would be 
used, the purposes and the health 
and safety precautions to be em- 
ployed, A representative of each 
foreign government in this coun- 
try must make requests and re- 
ceive shipments from Oak Ridge, 
make payment in this country, 
and assume responsibility for safe 
shipment abroad. 

Such representatives must regis- 
ter with the State Department. A 
catalogue will.include detailed in- 
structions for handling, as great 
precautions against radioactivity 
are necessary. It was stated that 
prices to foreign users will be 
about the same as those for Amer- 
icans, 

‘Isotopes available for foreign 
distribution,” the commission de- 
clared, “do not include any radio- 
active. materials applicable to the 
development of atomic energy for 
military or industrial purposes. No 
naturally radioactive materials are 
included, and no isotopes of any 
element of higher atomic number 
than bismuth, atomic No. 83.” 

The atomic number is distinct 
from the atomic weight. Natural 
elements of higher atomic number 
than bismuth include uranium, 
thorium, which also is important 
in world control of atomic energy, 
and radium. Others are lesser 
known. Uranium is the ninety- 
second and last of the. natural 
elements. There are four pew ele- 
ments of higher atomic numbers, 
all transmutations of uranium— 
neptunium, plutonium, which

Identical cancers have develops 
ed coincidentally in identical 
twins, Dr. C. P. Rhoads of New 
York reported in support of the 
theory that chemical functions of 
the body contribute to the disease. 

The director of Memorial Hos- 
pital and the Sloan-Kettering In- 
stitute said this is one of many 
facts that led the institute to be- 
gin an intensive study of how the 
human body, behaves chemically 
where cancer is concerned. 

Search For New Hormones. 

Metabolism studies indicate that 
a potential cancer - producing 
chemical could be changed into a 
harmless substance by the body’s 
normal protective processes, Dr. 
Rhoads said. Whether some fluke 
in metabolism might fail to ren- 
der the cancer-producer harmless 
or to turn it into a sex hormone 
is a question which relates to a 
three-fold research project now 
under way. This involves a search 
for new hormones peculiar to can- 
cer sufferers, a continued’ study 
of possible upsets in body metabo- 
lism, and thorough examination of 
general abnormalities present in 
various types of cancer. 

It has been found that patients 
with stomach cancer markedly 
lack protein in their blood, that 
the livers of cancer patients can- 
not store sugar in the form of 
glycogen, and that the patients 
have difficulty in excreting salt 
from their bodies after operations, 
he reported. These findings, he 
added, have made surgery less 
dangerous in many cases through 
introduction of new types of care 
before and after operations. 

Use for P Gases. 

Delegates from 44 countries, 
meeting at Hotel Jefferson, were 
told today that some chemical 
cornpounds resembling the nitro- 
gen mustards, wartime poison 
gases, have shown “promising ac- 
tion“ in combating lymphatic ma- 
lignancies, 

Dr. Frank Garal of New York 
said that, in collaboration with 
Dr. Harry Klingel, he had con- 
ducted extensive experiments with 
mice and rats and had made a 
few cautious trials on humans.

Information obtained from can- 
cer reports in New York State 
since 1940 was repofted by Dr.

Experience in this state 
indicates that from 20 to 28 per 
cent of all persons may be ex- 
pected to develop some form of 
cancer. The “expectancy” of de- 
veloping cancer is greatest for 
women, of whom 22 per cent may 
be expected to develop some form 
of the disease, as compared to 18 
per cent for men. 


The most common sites are the 


breast, skin, stomach, large intes- 
tines and uterus. Cancer of the lip 
occurred 14 times as often in men 
as in women, Other predominantly 
male forms are cancer of the 
larynx, lung, tongue, throat and 
esophagus, it was reported. 

Cancer of the breast is the most 
common single form of the malig- 
nancy. It occurs almost exclusively 
in women, 5 per cent of whom can 
be expected to develop breast tu- 
mors. Cancer of the gall bladder 
occurred more than twice as often 
in women as men, and cancer 
of the thyroid was almost four 
times as frequent in women.

REAR OF 2-STORY 


BAKERY BUILDING 
SWEPT BY FIRE 


Blaze at 1309 Franklin 
Apparently Started by 
Oven, Spread to Roof 
—$5300 Damage. 


Fire swept through the rear of a 
two-story brick building occupied 
by the Lickhalter Bakery, 1309 
Franklin avenue, this afternoon.

“In my court any Jehovah's Wit- 
ness would be denied citizenship if 
he followed the tenets of that sect 
and refuséd to bear arms or to 
assist in any way in the war ef- 
fort,” Judge Wilkin asserted,

This is believed to have been 
behind Under Secretary of State 
Robert A. Lovett’s statement 
Wednesday regarding the speed 
with which western Europe's 
crisis is approaching. While it 
put America on notice that extra 
efforts to save Europe might be 
required before the regular ges- 
sion of Congress, including stop- 
gap loans by the World Bank, it 
undoubtedly was also intended to 
build a fire under Europe’s states- 
men. There is a growing feeling 
among Americans that Europe is 
living psychologically in a past 
that mn never return, and is 
gripped by a defeatism which is 
handicapping reconstruction. 

A typical incident is being cited 
in Washington. On June 12, 30 
the story goes, the Bank of Eng- 
land gave Hugh Dalton, Chancel- 
lor of the British Exchequer, a 
memorandum. Oblivious of the

a still wields his power in Budapest. 


What kind of a Man, then, is 
Matyas Rakosi? 

I know both Rakosi the politi- 
cian and Rakosi the man well. I 
first met him after Hungary's lib- 
eration from the Nazis in Debre- 
cen, the temporary seat of the gov- 
ernment, 

He is short and squat; his head 
is completely bald and shinny; 
his brilliant eyes radiate clever- 
ness and an ironic smile plays 
around his lips. When he laughs, 
the laughter is sincere and hearty. 
It is gelf-evident, however, that 
Rakosi’s brand of democracy 
greatly differs from democracy as 
it is practiced in the United States. 


‘ Jailed for Beliefs, 

He is a fanatical Bolshevik by 
conviction who spent many years 
in jail during the Horthy regime 
for his Communist beliefs. He 
openly and unmistakably believes 
in Moscow, his political Mecca. 
Rakosi is an excellent speaker, 
fluent in Russian, English and 
German as well as Hungarian. 
He is a master of political strate- 
gy; even his foes have to ac- 
knowledge his ability. But he 
never deviates from the party 
line and to the intelligent listener 
it is quickly obvious that he is a 
demagogue whose speeches ring 
with such words as “democracy,” 
“Fascism,” “plutocracy,” “capital- 
ism” and “proletariat.” 

His foes acknowledge that he is 
one of the few incorruptibles in 
public life. His private life is 
impeccable; there is much of the 
puritan in his character. His 
years in jail and his steadfastness 
to Communist principles, in good

Attlee; Labor Prime Minister 
who undertook the role of eo- 
ordinator and team captain of his 
Cabinet, has been under heavy 
fire within and without his party 
for his handling of Britain's cur- 
rent grave economic situation. Re- 
ports and rumors of his impend- 
ing resignation have been printed 
repeatedly and denied as often. 
With it has been ever-increasing 
speculation on his successor, 

There are a number of possi- 
bilities besides the 250-pound 
“strong man” who dropped a life- 
time career of labor organization 
to turn globe trotter in the inter- 
ests of peace. 

Herbert Stanley Morrison, pop- 
ular “cockney sparrow” and 
Deputy Prime Minister, is one of 
these. Another is Hugh Dalton, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
scholarly and aristocratic econo- 
mist and attorney who long has 
had an eye on Bevin's current 


Cripps Also a Possibility. 

Sir Stafford Cripps, president 
of the Board of Trade, is a log- 
ical candidate, carrying with him 
a record as a far-sighted states- 
man, outstanding attorney and 
successful Ambassador to Russia. 

Dark horses abound within La- 
bor ranks, of coursé. Outstanding 
among them is Aneurin Bevan, 
flashy Minister of Health in At- 
tlee’s Government and a leader in 
the far left segment of Labor 
party ranks. 

But Bevin—“Our Ernie” to mil- 
lions of the United Kingdom’s 
working men and women—casts 
the longest shadow on the top po- 
sition in His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment.

Bevin's interest in 
politics already had been awak- 
ened by the time he moved on 
to Bristol and held a succession of 
small jobs. He was the driver of a 
ginger-beer cart at $8 a week when 
he decided to run for city council: 

Bevin lost the election, but in 
the course of the campaign hé 


showed a talent which today—in- 


finitely more disciplined—is an 
important part of his nature: di- 
rect action. 

Tossed Rival in 1 f 

His ginger-beer cart was pass 
ing the rival candidate and young 
Ernie didn’t like some of his re- 
marks. The teamster jumped from 
his cart, picked up the oppos 
candidate as the street-cr 
gaped, and tossed him into the 
Avon river. 

Shortly after that he got a job 
as a union organizer and found 
his metier. He was interested in 
the working and living conditions 
of the Bristol dock workers and 
forthwith organized them.

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Hoarded Food in Germany 


Sumner Sewall, former Governor of Maine, 
now with Military Government in Germany, 
makes an announcement which shows how ill- 
advised the United States has been in stripping 
itself of personnel in our zone of occupation. 
American investigators, so Gov. Sewall reports, 
have found 62 per cent more bread grain on 
farms in the state of Wuerttemberg-Baden than 
was reported by German officials. Accordingly, 
German food officials have been directed to go 
over their inaccurate estimates and to set up 
new quotas “reflecting actual production.” 

News such as this is bound to mislead many 
Americans in their thinking about the food situ- 
ation in Germany, The easy and not too un- 
natural reaction is to say in effect: well, if the 
Germans are holding out food and not reporting 


‘it so it Gan be shared, why should Americans be 


sending them so much? The answer is that the 
complete elimination of hoarding would not pro- 
vide enough food for all Germans. 

Even so, it is admittedly bad business for some 
Germans to hide away bread grain which others 
so sorely need. It is bad business for any sub- 


stantial number of Germans to think they can | 
get by with such a practice. We need enough 


Americans on the job in Germany to convince 


the former Nazis that just the opposite is true. 


Our policy of the barest.minimum in Germany 
is penny wise and pound foolish. 


For Shame, Ladue! 

The “penny-pinching” city fathers of the City 
of Ladue, as they were called by Mahlon B. Wal- 
lace Jr., are at it again.. Mr. Wallace, chairman 
of the St. Louis County Library District, applied 
the term when the City of Ladue attempted to 


evade the county-wide library tax of 10 cents per 


$100 valuation. It did so by proposing a city 
library tax of 1 cent per $100 valuation. 

This was an obvious tax-dodging device by one 
of the wealthiest small cities in the United 
States. The “penny-pinching” city fathers knew 
perfectly well that a 1-cent tax could not prop- 
erly finance a library. They “sold” the idea to 
the voters of Ladue on the ground that, by vot- 
ing for the 1-cent tax, they could save 9 cents. 
Instead, they now stand to pay 11 cents, since 
the county-wide tax was passed. 

But in callous disregard of the scorn in which 
its tax-dodging trick was held, the City of Ladue 
now: petitions the County Court to exclude it 
from the St. Louis county library district, and 
therefore exempt it from the 10-cent levy. City 
Attorney Cunningham, in a feeble and sorry at- 
tempt to bolster the petition, says that in 1939 
and 1940 several hundred books were donated 
to Ladue and housed in the City Hall. This 
building, so Mr. Cunningham relates, is pur- 


‘chased and maintained by public taxation. 


Shelves and labor for the “library” were fur- 
nished by the city. 

Mr. Cunningham’s petition lies. It may be 
that some books were in the City Hall, but it is 
false to describe them as forming a library in 
the sense of the county library’s objective. And 
we challenge Mr. Cunningham to show that they 
were ever employed as such. 

This is the shabbiest kind of legalistic hokum, 
to put it mildly, and Cunningham knows it and 
the “penny-pinching” city fathers know it. If 
the County Court permits the City of Ladue to 
get away with such a preposterous claim, it 
ought to be run out of office. Meantime, many 
residents of the City of Ladue are blushing with 
shame at the continued effort of their city gdv- 
ernment to avoid a tax that is of inestimable 
benefit to the children of the county. 
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It Is There 


With a small but sure certainty it is there. 
It is but the mere breath of a whisper of a hint; 
what the French call a soupcon; less than one- 
half of 1 per cent by volume. Nevertheless, in 
its infinitesimal and inescapable manner it is 
there.

Politics in That Gold 
In years gone by it was a favorite political 
pastime in the United States to twist the tail of 


the British lion. Now that the comparative po- 


sition of the two nations has been reversed, it 
is becoming a popular British sport to tweak the 
beak of the American eagle. 

It is on thjs basis only that we can explain 
Foreign Secretary Bevin’s suggestion that the 
United States redistribute its hoard of gold at 
Fort Knox to “increase the purchasing power of 
the devastated areas of the world.” 

There are countless numbers of things which 
Britain and the rest of the world need worse 
than gold, If the gold were redistributed gratis, 
it would, under present conditions, quickly find 
its way back to the United States in payment of 
such things as machinery and food. 

If Great Britain could choose between two 
billion dollars’ worth of gold and two billion 
dollars’ worth of machinery to rehabilitate her 
ancient methods of mining coal and making 
steel, it would be folly to choose the gold. 

The dollar standard for international trade is 
easier and more flexible than the gold stand- 
ard, but Britain has just begged off from its 
commitment to make the pound convertible into 
dollars in international trade. Mr. Bevin could 
not have chosen a more illogical time to make 
his illogical proposal.

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China Is One Up on Us 


When China holds its first. national election,

will be asked to cast their ballots along with 
their fellow countrymen back home. China re- 
gards these cifizens as part of its body politic 
and wants their participation in electoral affairs. 
Indeed, it has gone so far as to arrange that 65 
out of a total of 2164 assembly seats will go to 
residents of Chinatowns over the world. 

How strange this all must seem to members 
of the Missouri Legislature!

What's Wrong at Boonville? 


State training school which has had so many escapes and recent 
killing mixes young boys with hoodlums, official says; most hard- 
ened older inmates come from cities; advocates sending them to 
Algoa prison; believes Legislature will act on this at next session. 


Fred Naeter, Member, Board of Training Schools, and Editor, in the 
Cape Girardeau Southeast Missourian 


Louis J. Sharp, director of the new train- 
ing school program, is now in charge of 
the Missouri State Training School for 
Boys at Boonville. He has devoted his life 
to handling boys. 


For a number of years he was a federal 
probation officer, serving the federal courts 
in St. Louis. During the war he was first 
assistant to the director of juvenile train- 
ing in Washington, serving in a supervisory 
capacity. The federal 
department reco m- 
mended to Mr. Sharp 
that he leave the fed- 
eral service to help 
change the training 
program in Missouri 
from penal to educa- 
tional, assuring him 
he could return at his 
pleasure. 


For a good many 


Fears every superin- 


tendent at Boonville 
has said that the job 
is impossible because a 
hardened big boys : 

are mixed with little Louis J. Sharp 
boys. Most of the big boys sent to Boonville 
had been in trouble more than once; most 
of them had records that classified them as 
hoodlums. On the other side, most of the 
younger boys have been from the rural dis- 
tricts and in most cases they got into trou- 
ble because they had no home life. 


No One Would Take Him 


The youngest boy in the school was sent 
up because the court Gouldn’t find a rela- 
tive or anyone to take him. The lad had 
sayeral times taken things from a 10-cent 
store, he had no home, no place to go, no 
one to talk with. 

So the court sent him to Boonville with 
the notation that “the court does this reluc- 
tantly with the hope that he will be treated 
in a manner that will be helpful to him.” 


Half of all the boys in Boonville are men, 
being over 15 years of age and up to 23 
years. Most of this class are from the large 
cities, most of them classified as hardened 
criminals. 

The younger half are “first termers,” and 
most of them are from the rural districts. 
They seldom create trouble, the records 
show, and all of them are deathly afraid 
of the older boys. 


Half Are From Two Cities 


St. Louis and Kansas City furnish about 
half of all the boys. Seldom are any of the 
boys under 15. Each city has its own 
training school for boys and it has long 
been said that the two cities send the hard- 
ened boys to Boonville and keep the 
younger kids, 

Prison officials have long looked upon 
the older boys at Boonville as being harder 
to handle than the men in the penitentiary, 
for the reason that Boonville has no facili- 
ties for handling hoodlums, 

Algoa intermediate prison for boys from 
18 to 25 years, one of the finest plants of 
its kind in the United States, the records 
show, is equipped and manned to handle 
such boys as the larger ones in Boonville. 
Algoa has accommodations for 600 boys and 
gradually its enrollment has dwindled until 


today it has only about 300. Half of its 
capacity is not used. 


Col. Thos. E. Whitecotton, present direc- 
tor of the penal institutions, recently told 
this writer that the big boys at Boonville, 
those over 16 years, would get better treat- 
ment at Algoa than they could possibly get 
at Boonville. 

If Boonville is to be made a Bode train- 
ing school for boys, which is the ambition 
of the Board of Training Schools, it will be 
necessary for the Legislature to make a 
law limiting the ages of boys to 16 or 17 
years, and sending the older and bigger 
ones to Algoa. National authorities have 
long recommended this. 


Why the Bill Was Vetoed 


The last Legislature passed such a law, 
but Gov. Donnelly vetoed it for several rea- 
sons. Mainly it provided for boys from 12 
years up, which left the state without any 
provisions for boys under 12. | 


Another point was that the authority 
given the Board of Training Schools to 
transfer boys from Boonville to Algoa was 
not sufficiently clear and might have caused 
much trouble. Some of the legislative lead- 
ers have said publicly that the Governor 
was unquestiogably right in his position. 

Several legislators have also stated pub- 
licly that the session starting in January 
can be depended upon to pass a bill that 
will cover the matter properly. 

The Legislature provided about a million 
dollars to be used in remodeling and im- 
proving the plant at Boonville, Nine cot- 
tages are to be built, each to house from 
20 to 25 boys, and each to have a house- 
father and mother,*so the boys may be 
Placed in homelike surroundings. 


If the Legislature limits the age of boys 
to 16 or 17 years, the nine cottages will be 
ample, as the average number of boys in 
the school under 17 years is from 100 to 
125. Some of the larger boys who are as- 
signed to the dairy, the hospital and simi- 
lar departments have their living quarters 
close to their work. 


Greeting From Her Boys 


Boonville has always had runaways, and 
so has Algoa, and they always will. But 
since most of the runaways are over 15 or 
16 years there would not be many, and 
under the new plan there would be much 
less desire for the smaller boys to escape.

The Charming Guide 


LOOK AT AMERICA: THE CENTRAL NORTHWEST, 
the editors of Look, in collaboration with Wallace 
Stegner. (Houghton Mifflin Co., Boston.) 

The “Look at America” series, of which 
the present volume is the fourth (“Look at 

America,” “New England,” “The South- 


west”) invites comparison with the WPA 
state guide books, the regional guides en- 


titled “* * * (Ozark, Pinon, Short Grass, 
etc.) Country,” and the Rivers of America 
series, all members of the same genus. 
For completeness, the WPA guide books 
are still far and away the best series of 
the kind. The “* * *Country” series is 
largely preoccupied with color, with im- 
pressionistic writing, which it does well, 
sometimes brilliantly, and its usefulness 
therefore is within a limited field. The 
books in the Rivers of America series 
which this reviewer has read (“The Mis- 
souri” and “The Tenriessee”) are somewhat 
specialized in color and in Indian history. 


* * * 


The Look series is actually the only other 
one of the group that competes with the 
state guide book series for completeness. 
It is also the only other one which this 
reviewer would consider it essential to 
read before visiting the area it covers— 
and to take along on the trip. A hard 
choice between the two would have to be 
resolved in favor of the WPA guides—but 
the only satisfactory choice would be to 
pick both. 

The Look books, to temporize with en- 
thusiasm no longer, are stunning. They 
are, to begin with, perfectly beautiful jobs 
of book-making. They are mostly pictures, 
and the pictures are strong, wonderfully 
interesting, and splendidly reproduced. 


They are printed on high quality paper, as 


are the pictures in most of the state guide 
books, and so is the text, for there are few 
pages without a picture on at least one 
side, There are also color pictures, which 
the WPA guides do not have; and while 
it is not the best color reproduction in the 
world, it adds to the general attractive- 
ness.

In the present volume, on the Central 
Northwest, Mr. Stegner, author of several 
books, including “Mormon Country” of the 
Country“ series, writes a scholarly 
and poetic introduction. The volume con- 
tains a grand map of the region, road 
maps, and a directory of recreational 
events, where and when. If this sounds 
like a good article of baggage for the tourist, 
there's a good reason for it. It is. It would 
be gross ingratitude not to rave twice 
about the selection of pictures. Here is 
picture editing as is picture editing.

QVERSEAS NAVY Pt 
FOR CROSSING BORDER 


8100 Also Went to Members 
of Football uad That 
Played i in Havana. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (APY — 
Thousands of Navy mén have col- 
lected an extra $100 in mustering- 
out pay for “overseas service” gim- 
ply for travel through Canada or 
Mexico and one group of football 
players got it for a week-end in 
Havana. 

This was acknowledged sallow by 
Navy officials who explained that 
under navy regulations travel out- 
side the United States is counted 
the same.as overseas service for 
the purpose of computing muster- 
ing-out payments. 

These payments are $200 to 
those who have seen service only 
in the continental United States 
and $300 for those who have had 
“overseas service.” 

An officer, asking not to be 
ia | quoted by name, said the Univer- 
sity of Hav na paid all expenses, 
including air travel, for a 35-man 
football squad from the amphi- 
bious training station at rt 
Pierce, in December 1945, 
The squad, which won the exhi- 
bition game 55 to 20, traveled on 
official orders and under Navy 
regulations, As a result several 
members of the team, including 
one officer, qualified for $300 mus- 
tering out pay instead of $200.

It is fortunate for the Church, 
for the Kingdom and for the coun- 
try that chaplains generally and 
of all faiths have courage and for- 
titude. One of these men, Rev. 
Joseph A. Rabun, of McRae, Geor-

e freedom of his ministry. 
Rabun, who comes from one of 
Georgia’s best families, a family 
from which a Geo county 
takes its name, was a Navy chap- 
lain. He saw men fight and die 
without respect to their color, He 
buried Catholic, Protestant and 
Jew, Negro and white; and when 
he came home he said, “I will be 
the pastor of, all—or not at all.” 

It was his misfortune (or other- 
wise) to be called to the church 
to which Gene Talmadge and the 
Talmadge family belonged. But 
against the Talmadge “white su- 
premacy” program, Pastor Rabun 
fought with all his might. He car- 
ried the issue into the councils of 
his denomination and was success- 
ful there. He appeared before the 
Georgia Legislative Committee. He 
neither gave quarter nor asked for 
it, but he was always a gentleman. 
A few weeks ago Joseph A. 
Rabun’s resignation was requested 
by a congregational vote of 67 to 
35. Though the * pastor had 
once declared that the deacons 
and the majority of his congrega- 
tion “placed the name of Talmadge 
before God,” he now quietly ac- 
cepted the request for his resigna- 
tion as for the “good of the 
Church.” ‘
